Attached is a listing of the 10 stations which I will 
recommend in my report be included in a DCI-sponsored 
Imagery Transmission System - Washington (ITS-W) initial 
operational network. 

This listing of 10 stations was derived from an examina- 
tio n of the justifications and requirements from over 
I candidates. which were originally identified in the 
NPIC INVIDEX study and/or the DIA/JCS WAID study. That 
larger list is shown on 3 view-graph copies, also at- 
tached. They are listed as "National”, "National and 
Departmental" and "Departmental" — although these sub- 
divisions are not totally watertight. 

- The recommended 10-stations are marked in red 
on these 3 view-graphs.
